Coroner Atkinson Not Willing to Close 
the Inquest Until More Evi- 
dence Is Supplied. 


When 8-year-old Abe Cohen left his hcme, 
824 Franklin avenue, at 5 o’clpck Monday 
afternoon, shortly after returning from the 
Shields school, he told his mother he was 
going to play with the boys on the street. 
At 8 o’clock Mrs. Cohen heard him down in 
the yard, which opens on Ninth street, but 
he went right out again. From that hour 
until Mrs. Cohen Tuesday afternoon identi- 
fied at the Morgue the body which was 
taken from the vacant lot at Second and 
Brooklyn streets, as that of her son, she 
had heard nothing from him. 

What the little fellow was do from 6 
o’clock Monday afternoon until shortly 
after 8 in the evening, is told by his play- 
Petty en ‘bis tmovements ‘ares 
mystery with onty ill-defined clews to help

That the little fellow’s death was not a 
natural one and that he probably met with 
foul play, is the opinion of Coroner Atkin- 
eon, based on statements of witnesses ex- 
amined Wednesday morning by him and 
upon an examination of the remains, The in- 

uest was not closed Wednesday morning. 

he matter was as much of a mystery then 
as when the body was first found. It will be 
held open until everything has been done 
that can be done to explain how the little 
fellow, dead or alive, reached the disused 
railroad track, within one foot of which his 
body was found. 

In the meanwhile, the police of the Fourth 
District have ceased their Investigation of 
the case. The special detail of officers was 
called off at 2 o’clock on Tuesday after- 
noon, Capt. Kiely states, because of a tele- 
phone message from the Four Courts that 
@ post-mortem examination had revea 
the cause of death to be a swelling of the 
membrane of the throat, causing stra la- 
tion. This was set down as a natural 
cause. The police of the Third District

He did 
notice the track of wheels from the lot 
across the pavement and into the street. 
He stated that he had not left his cart out 
any time in the neighborhood and that it 
was possible for anyone to have made 
use of it without his knBwledge.

A DISASTROUS POLIOY. 


Republican opposition to all measures 
designed to suppress the corrupt lobby

THE HAND OF FILLEY. 


An essential point of difference Between 
the election bill prepared by the Public 
Safety Committee and that of Boss Fu- 
ley, which his henchmen have introduced 
in both houses of the Legislature, is 
that the latter Invests in the party com- 
mittees a certain control of the selection 
of election judges and clerks, whereas the 
former does not.

HOW TO CLOSE THE DIVES. 


The “shake-up” in the Police Depart- 
ment is probably due to the Post-Dis- 
patch’s exposure of the farcical manner 
in which the raids on the theater dives 
was thwarted by bringing against the 
law-breakers charges that would not hold 
and by thé collapse of the prosecutions 
of offenders through insufficient police 
evidence.

The sooner the Police Commissioners 
fully realize that the police not only wink 
at law-breaking in the running of viclous 
dens, but protect offenders when arrested, 
and act accordingly, the sooner will the 
question of how to close them be solved.
